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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-41 are in the case. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group L claims 2-5 drawn to five or six membered ring one nitrogen containing tetracycline 
compounds classified in class 544-548 subclass various depending on species election. If this 
group is elected, claims 1, 16-28 will be prosecuted together with the elected compounds to the 
extend of NR^R^ forms a 5 or six membered one nitrogen containing ring. 

Group IL claims 6 drawn to amino containing tetracycline compounds classified in class 564 
subclass various depending on species election. If this group is elected, claims 1, 16-28 will be 
prosecuted together with the elected compounds to the extend of NR^R^ does not form a ring, i.e. 
independent substituents. 

Group III, claims 7-15, drawn to compounds of formula II classified in class 548-564 subclass 
various depending on species election. If this group is elected, a further election of a s single 
disclosed species is also required. Further restriction may be required. 

Group IV, claims 16-25, 26-28 remaining compounds not encompassed supra, drawn to 
compounds having different core ring. If this group is elected a further election of a single 
disclosed compound is also required and further restriction according to the species in X is 
CHCR13YY\ CR6R6', C=CR6R6', S, N or O is also required. 

Group V, claims 29-41 being drawn to method of treating tetracycline responsive state, 
classified in class 514 subclass various, depending on species election. If this group is elected, a 
further election of a single disclosed compound for a single disclosed disease state is also 
required. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 35 
use 121 or PCT Rule 13.1 because: 

PCT Rule 13.1 states that the international application shall relate to one invention only 
or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement 
of unity of invention"). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled 
only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the 
same or corresponding special technical features. 
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Annex B, Part 1(a), indicates that the application should relate to only one invention, of 
if there is more than one invention, inclusion is permitted if they are so slinked to form a single 
general inventive concept. 

Annex B Part 1(b), indicates that "special technical features" means those technical 
features that as a whole define a contribution over the prior art. 

Annex B Part 1(c), further defines independent and dependent claims. Unity of invention 
only is concerned in relation to independent claims. Dependent claims are defined as a claim 
that contains all the features of another claim and is in the same category as the other claim. 
The category of a claim refers to the classification of claims according to subject matter e.g. 
product, process, use, apparatus, means, etc. 

Annex B Part 1(e), indicates that the permissible combinations of different categories of 
claims. Part l(e)I, states that inclusion of an independent claim for a given product, an 
independent claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
independent claim for a use of the said product is permissible. 

Annex B, Part 1(f), indicates the "Markush practice" of alternatives in a single claim. 
Part l(f)I, indicates the technical relationship and the same or corresponding special technical 
feature is considered to be met when (A) all aJtematives have a common property or activity, and 
(B) a common structure is present or all altematives belong to a recognized class of chemical 
compounds. Further defining (B), Annex B, Part l(f)(i-iii), the common structure must; a) 
occupy a large portion of their structure, or b) the common structure constitutes a structurally 
distinctive portion, or c) where the structures are equivalent and therefore a recognized class of 
chemical compounds, each member could be substituted for one another with the same intended 
result. That is, with a common or equivalent structure, there is an expectation relationship and 
the corresponding special technical feature resuh from a common (or equivalent) structure that is 
responsible for the common activity (or property). Part 1(f) iv, indicates that when all 
altematives of a Markush grouping can be differently classified, it shall no, take alone, be 
considered justification for finding a lack of unity. Part l(f)v, indicates that 
"When dealing with alternatives, if it can be shown that at least one Markush alternative is not 
novel over the prior art, the question of unity of invention shall be reconsidered by the examiner" 

In the instant case, at least one Markush alternative is not novel because prior art by US 
3,901,942 RN 53108-41-1 anticipated claims of Group III, thus the lacking of unity of invention 
has been found. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently foimd 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim w ill be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
821.04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the 
patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to 
final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims vnW be withdrawn and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 04. Thus, to be allowable, the 
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rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 
101, 102, 103 and 112. Until an elected product claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not conmiensurate in scope with an allowed product claim 
will not be rejoined. See "Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re 
Ochiai; In re Brouwer and 35 U.S.C.§ 103(b)," 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). 

Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, 
applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to 
maintain dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include all the limitations of the 
product claims. Applicants are reminded of propriety of process of use claims in consideration 
of the ''reach-trough format y which is drawn to mechanistic, receptor binding or enzymatic 
functionality. Reach through claims are considered lacking of descriptive and enabling support 
from the specification. Thus, reioinable process of use claims are those with particular disease 
named with efficacy support from the specification for treating the particular disease. Failure to 
do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. 

Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 
does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent 
issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . Filing of appropriate terminal disclaimer in anticipation of a 
rejoinder may speed prosecution and the process of rejoinder. 

In the event any groups of I-IV is elected, group V can be prosecuted together with the 
elected compounds upon election of a specific disorder being treating by the elected compounds. 

A telephone call was made to Ms. Cynthia Sorroos on Feb. 16, 2006 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
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inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In 

either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions impatentable over the prior art, the 

evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
